APPROVAL OF MINUTES 


Member Gould moved that the Board approve the open session minutes of its Regular 
Meeting of March 15, 2012. Member Holewinski seconded the motion. The Board approved 
the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

ADMINISTRATOR’S COMMENTS

OWNER LICENSEE ITEMS 


• Hollywood Casino Aurora, Inc. - Peter W. Schmidt, MIS Manager - Level One 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Holewinski moved that the 

Board approve Peter W. Schmidt as an Occupational Licensee Level One in the 
position of MIS Manager for Hollywood Casino Aurora, Inc. Member Gould 
seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote.

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DISCIPLINARY ACTIONS 


• Venus M. Armstrong and John J. Ramirez - Occupational Licensees 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation. Member Holewinski moved that the 

Board issue Disciplinary Complaints against Venus M. Armstrong and John J. 
Ramirez for failing to disclose all material changes in information to the Board and 
that the Board revoke the occupational licenses of these individuals, said actions to 
take effect twenty-one (21) days from the dates of service of the Complaints unless 
the Licensees file Answers to the Complaints or pay fines within that time period. 
Member Gould seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by 
roll call vote. 

• Christian L. Bjelle - Occupational Licensee 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation. Member Vander Weele moved that 

the Board issue a Disciplinary Complaint against Christian L. Bjelle for his failure 
to disclose all material changes in information to the Board and his failure to 
comply with an Order of the Board. She further moved that the Board revoke 
Christian L. Bjelle’s Occupational License, said action to take effect twenty-one (21) 
days from the date of service of the Complaint unless the Licensee files an Answer 
within that time period. Member Gould seconded the motion. The Board approved the 
motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

• Simone N. Remmer - Occupational Licensee 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Gould moved that the 
Board issue a Disciplinary Complaint against Simone N. Remmer due to her 
violation of Rivers’ found money policy. He further moved that the Board revoke 
Simone N. Remmer’s Occupational License, said action to take effect twenty-one 
(21) days from the date of service of the Complaint unless the Licensee files an 
Answer within that time period. Member Vander Weele seconded the motion. The 
Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote.
